French Canadian girl, who worked in 
the laundry and of whom it was al- 
leged that Mrs, Glover was jealous. 


After Glover's 
funeral, 
Miss

Blanc was captured in 
the 
Glover 


home concealed under a bed, where 
she claimed to have been bidden from 
the night of the killing. 
She has 


since been kept incarcerated charged 
with the crime, and her counsel has 
claimed that she was innocent and 
that she had been a tool of Mrs. Glov- 
er who was really the guilty person. 


The case la one of the most sensa- 


tional in the annals of the Massachu- 
setts courts. 


There is no public knowledge of the 


evidence against Mrs. Glover and her 
associates.

shafen and Stuttgart, the 124 miles 
was covered In an average rate of 41 
mHes an hour. 
The best speed for a 


single hour was 43^2 miles.

, when the Deutachland rose at Frled- 
rlchshafen and sailed away on the 
trij) tbat was to mark an 
epoch

aviation. 
The passengers were some 


of the directors 
of 
the 
Hamburg- 


American Steamship company and the 
German Airship Stock company, joint 
owners of the dirigible, and guests. 
They occupied the mahogany walled 
and carpeted cabin situated between 
the gondolas, and from the windows 
of.which they viewed the scenery ab 
the aerial car swept along. 
Zeppelin 


steered for the greater part of the dis- 
tance. 


The route was via Stuttgart, Mann- 


helm and Cologne to Dusseldorf. 
It 


had been marked out in advance for 
the guidance of the pilot and was fol- 
lowed exactly. 
No air was stirring 


and the Deutschland made her way 
unhampered through a flood of sun- 
ehino. 


The hour and minute of the prob- 


able passing of the various points had 
been bulletined ahead, so that not 
only the people of the cities on the 
line, who filled the streets, but HIP 
.nhabltants of all 
the 
intermediate 


vllages turned out and cheered as the 
Immense torpedo-like structure, with 
Itfi whistling screws, drove over their 
hearts nt a height from the surface ol 
between 200 and 300 feet. 


The DiMitsehland swung gently Into 


her landing here and the multitude 
surrounding the landing yards shouted 
a welcome. 
The city had been dec- 


orated In honor of the event. 
The 


promoters of the enterprise and their 
guests were entertained at a public 
dinner. 


Regular trips will be made, and 


many tickets have already been sold 
for Ihe first few days nt from $25 to 
$60 each. 
The airship Is equipped 


with a restaurant which will supply 
tlio passengers with a buffet service 
such as is afforded on parlor car rail- 
road trains.

her to become Its agent. 


Mrs. Abrams met Peretz In various 


drinking houses and palm gardens, 
and having been informed that his ac- 
tions Indicated knowledge If not com- 
plicity In the white slave traffic, she 
made It a point to get acquainted with 
him. 
She opened a room on Colum- 


bus avenue, and It is said, received 
Peretz there at various times, always 
under the eyes of agents of the Watch 
and Ward society, one or the other of 
them being at all times secreted in 
closets or other hiding places in the 
room. 


While the 
Investigation 
was in 


progress, it Is stated, one party ol 
white slave victims was shipped from 
this port to Panama. 
Two Jewish 


girls were among the number, and the 
party has already reached Its destina- 
tion, so that any aid from Masachu- 
settts is out of the question.

It Is also stated that Peretz went 


to the Washington street office of a 
ticket company and procured tickets 
for the passage of Mrs. Abrams and 
three others.

On a New Wags Schedule 


After July 1 


One of the largest and busiest meet-

1.

establishments and Edward Ward of

nesday night, with the. result that the 
matter was practically brought to a 
close with satisfaction on both sides. 


The brewing companies are said to ; 


have offered this .compromise, and it 
was voted to accept it. It is a general 
increase at £1.00 to $1.50 per week 
and that the workmen shall be paid 
at the rate of fiity cents per hour ov- 
er, time.

an eight hour basis,' this clause will 
be eliminated from the agreement. 


It is understood that ilty'e brewing 


companies want this agreement to

meeting today, between Mr. Ward and 
Die brewers, with a few other minor 
matters, which were not decided on 
Wednesday, and it is expected that 
tho remaining questions will be set- 
tled 'with as much dispatch and har- 
mony as that which prevailed at the 
meeting Wednesday night.
